The same difficulty In arousing

But 
In Malaya It has been found: that 
toleration of Communist infiltra- 
tlon into journalism and the 
Trade Unions hag resulted in a 
widespread conspiracy to destroy 
authority and industry, It ts now 
recognized both in the ‘United 
Kingdom and the United States 
that national security demands 
the exclusion of known Commun-
